1. DOS SPOKESMAN SAYS US EMBASSY PP TERMS "UNJUSTIFIED’' 
THE WP STORY BY BECKER THAT US MIL ATTACHE ONDECKER 
HAD ILLEGALLY ADVISED FANK AT KAMPOT; QUOTES EMBASSY 
ASSURANCES THAT US MIL PERSONNEL ARE FULLY INSTRUCTED 
AS TO LEGAL RESTRICTIONS ON THEIR ACTIVITIES AND ARE 
COMPLYING WITH THEM. SPOKESMAN DOES NOT RESPOND TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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QUESTIONS ABOUT "EXACTLY WHAT WAS BEING DISPUTED", 

OR SAY THAT THE BECKER ARTICLE "WAS INACCURATE", BUT 
STATES THAT EMBASSY REPLY IS THE "OFFICIAL RESPONSE." 
EMBASSY TELEGRAM QUOTES ONDECKER'S FLAT DENIAL OF 
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CHARGES, SAYS BECKER HAS ONLY "RUDIMENTARY" KNOWLEDGE 
OF FRENCH AND MAY HAVE MISUNDERSTOOD ONDECKER'S 
CONVERSATIONS WITH FANK. WP FOREIGN EDITOR LESCAZE
